The Lebanese authorities said that 
e@ disaster had been avolded as 17 
of the 24 charges laid’ by the sabo- 
teurs around the storage tanks had 
failed to explode. The Minister of 
ΟΣ and Industry, Pierre Helou, said 
that only one tank, containing $0,000 
barrels of ofl, had been gutted. 

The refinery — the terminal of a 
Pipeline from Saudi Arabia — 1s on 
the coast near Sidon. According to 
the Minister it was due to resume 
normal operations late last night. 

The attack on the American-own- 
edo] enterprise came at the height 
of an intensive Arab campaign 
against the U.S., which the terror- 
ists accuse of having collaborated 
with Israel in the raid on Beirut 
last Tuesday. 

The terrorist leadership yesterday 
denied responsibility for the refinery 
blast, aud claimed that the pre- 
dawn attack was carried out by an 
Israeli commando group to aggra- 
vate relations between the Lebanese 
authorities and Palestinians. 

The charge was rejected by the 
Israel Army spokesman as “com-

Housing Minister stresses 
priority for public housing

housing, according to Ze'ev Sharef, 
Minister of Housing. 

The boom in building activity 
auring the 1970's has inflated costs. 
“To erect a fiat should take, on the 
average, one year. In fact it takes 
sixteen months, owing to the com- 
petition for men and materials," 
he said in an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post.

. ic or Government-sponsored con- 


struction are not influenced by the 
ups and downs of market demand. 
They depend only on costs, he be- 
tteves.

Now that the authorities are 
busy pumping money out of circu- 


latton, purchasers may not be 80 
lavish with their cash. The buikiing 
trade Is vulnerable to any decline 
fm Eguidity. Restraint in spending 
might exercise a measure of res- 
traint on house prices. 

Another factor in which the Mi- 
nister puts faith is prefabrication. 
“Today 30 per cent of all residen- 
tial construction uses either factory- 
made components, or entire pre- 
cast room unite, This figure will be 
raised to 50 per cent before long. 
The systém saves — speaking con- 
servatively a month or six 
weeks in building time.” . 

‘The pressure on resources (created 
by excess demand) has been exacer- 
bated by the shortage of cement, 
which Mr. Sharef blames on the 
monopoly held by Nesher (a partner- 
ship between the Histadrut and pri- 
vate capital). We pointed out that 
Nesher puts the blame on bottle 
necks at the ports. 

“That is a problem, true. Never- 
theless every problem has a solution 
— and Nesher should have solved 
this one," he states severely. “Haifa 
port- can unload 30,000 tons of 
Clinker,. yet they brought in only 
8,000 tons..Now that the crisis be- 
comes serious, they bring in 50,000 
tons. at one fell swoop — so we 
have to wait.” Admittedly, making 
Nesher import at a loss (because 
they had to sell at the controlled 
Price) was not exactly an induce- 
ment, he concedes. (Last week the 
Government decided at last to sub- 
sidise imports.) 


BUILDING MATERIALS 

“Unleashed construction devours 
building materials, We thought there 
were 56,000 flats begun last year. 
We discovered there were 60,000. 
The extra 4,000 flats must have re- 
quired 130,000 tona of cement; and 
that was enough to cause a hold- 
up." Next year there will be no 
shortage of cement, he promises. 

4s we spoke, the phone kept 
inging, and he held short conversa- 
tions with district and other depart- 
mental heads in his Ministry. We 
overheard him say: "I don’t want 
building work to stop during hol 
ha'moed” (the half-holiday between 
the first and last days of Passover). 
“Immigrants come from Russia 
during hol ha’moed — so building 
labourers should report for work 
too. Pay whatever extra is neces- 
sary,” he instructed. 

Then: “Has the Ben-Hamo family's 
problem been settled or not? And 
what about that 15-member family 
in two asbestos housea? They've just 
had twins. We must give them a 
proper home, with enough rooms,” 
he declared. ϊ

nine children living in a 2% room 
shack recently confronted Finance 
Minister Pinhas Sapir on television's 
“Moked" me.

Flower show 
opens tonight

HAIFA. — This city's traditional 
offering for the Passover week, the 
21st international flower show, or 
Flortada -918, on Mt. Carmel, will 
open its gates to the public at 9 
o'clock tonight. It runs until mid- 
night of Monday, April 23. 

Beds of live flowers planted in 
Gan Ha'em by Dutch and Israel 
nurserymen' have turned the Carmel 
into a real park, with fewer closed 
pavilions and more space for man 
and plants to breathe. And the show 
has spread into the Rothschild Centre 
garden, where tropical flowers and 
tropical fish are on display . 

Fewer foreign countries are tak- 
ing part this year, but the offerings 
of those that do outshine past 
shows. The Dutch contingent easily 
leads as a world power in horti- 
culture.
